Since then, the Rockefeller plan 
has come under fire on grounds 
it was rushed through with undue 
haste, was unnecessary, would di­ 
vert money from schools and, in 
the mast well-known dispute, was 
"tainted” because of an alleged 
conflict-of-interest. 
A group of Democrats called 
Wednesday for repeal of the shel­ 
ter program or. as a substitute, 
establishment of a state commis­ 
sion to determine whether the 
plan was needed. 
Move Falls In Both House* 
The move failed in both houses. 
Democratic legislative leaders re­ 
fused to support the party faction 
fighting against the shelter plan.

The skill of a concert-master lies in his abil­ 
ity to build an orchestra Into a unit so that the 
conductor can lead it interpretatively. You have 
noticed, if you go to concerts, that soloists, after 
they have done their part, shake the hand of the 
first violinist. That Is not only to show respect 
for the entire orchestra which he represents, but 
also as recognition of his skill in keeping the 
string section together which means that the en­ 
tire orchestra has a foundation.

Today in National Affairs 
Compromise Is Reached 
On Aid to Church Colleges 


BY DAVID LAW RENCE 
WASHINGTON — After many 
months of intensive discussion, 
Congress has found, temporarily 
at least, a solution to the con­ 
troversy over the constitution­ 
ality of Federal aid to educa­ 
tional institutions operated by 
church groups. 
Both Houses of Congress have 
now approved provisions which 
would permit the Federal gov­ 
ernment to lend or make grants 
of 
money 
to 
private 
educa­ 
tional institutions for the con­ 
struction of classrooms, libraries 
and laboratories, but it is stip­ 
ulated that such facilities must 
not be used for religious instruc­ 
tion of any kind. The states 
could adopt the same formula. 
This 
means 
that, 
to 
get 
Federal aid, any college, for in 
stance, operated by a religious 
body must physically separate 
the 
classes 
wherein 
religious 
teachings are given from those 
where 
teaching 
of 
ordinary 
school subjects is carried on. 
Certainly in the teaching 
of 
physics or any other scientific 
subject* or in the teaching of 
mathematics, there is no likeli­ 
hood of any religious doctrine 
being introduced. 
Almost identical language is 
used in the House and Senate 
bills in forbidding the grant or 
loan of Federal funds for facili 
ties that will lie used for religi­ 
ous instruction or worship.

blow. . . . ” 
John Horton’s poem on Ron­ 
dout in 1853 further continues: 
"The Mansion House Ls going 
up. And there the lager beer 
we’ll sup. We go to Metzger’* 
on the hill, and get our boots 
of William Still . . . Winter, 
he keeps a fancy store; Kiting 
and 
Decker are next door;” 
further on, as this is a very long 
poem, he wrote: "McElroy keeyis 
the hotel Exchange; And K err’s 
below is just the range, The 
ferry-boat Rhine, which there is 
nigh, 
From Rondout 
does 
to 
Rhinebeck ply . . . Goqd horses 
Davis keeps to please, As does 
our worthy Mayor Keys, Omni­ 
busses here have taken root, Or 
we’d have to go to Kingston 
afoot.”

4,000 Yanks There 
At present the 4,000 U.S. officers

The anticipated change would 
give the U.S. advisers and sup­ 
port groups a much stronger say- 
so in the conduct of the war 
against the rebel guerrillas.

Dow Jones Average: 
What It Is* How It Works 
KOG CR E. SPEAS 


W hen investors ask how the 
m arket is doing, they usually re­ 
fer to the action of the Do*,’ 
Jones 
Industrial . Average. 
I 
thought th a t some of my readers 
would he interested in the w ork­ 
ings of this popular indicator. 
Dow Jones St Company first 
published its Industrial Average 
in 1897, Twelve stocks m ade up 
the list until 1916, when the to­ 
tal was increased to 20. In 1928 
the 
index 
w’as 
raised 
to 
30 
stocks, the present number, al­ 
though the specific issues includ­ 
ed have varied over the years. 
Initially, 
the 
Average 
was 
computed by adding all closing 
prices together and dividing by 
the num ber of issues involved. 
However, stock splits created a 
situation 
w hereby 
the 
Dow 
would be distorted if only simple 
division w ere used, so in 1928 a 
new m ethod of com putation was 
begun. 
E ssentially 
this 
m eans 
th at 
the day the split takes place, a 
new divisor is calculated to com­ 
pensate for the 
added shares 
outstanding. This divisor is used 


until another split occurs, or un­ 
til a substitution is made in tho 
list. 
Many substitutions have been 
made over the years, most often 
when an issue becomes relative­ 
ly inactive or when—in the opin­ 
ion of the editors—it no longer 
represents an essential part of 
our economy. 
Normally, changes in the Dow 
are referred to as, say, "up 3.50 
points” or "down 1.35 points." 
However, care m ust be taken 
not to think of a 3.5-point rise 
in the Dow as you would think 
of a 34*point rise in, say, a $50 
stock. 
The Average now’ is near the 
700 level and because of this, a 
3.5 point-rise is only a one-half 
of I per cent difference, which is 
really 
insignificant. 
N everthe­ 
less, the series of daily or weekly 
moves is often quite meaningful, 
since the pattern traced by the 
Dow usually indicates the gen­ 
eral trend or the direction in 
which most stocks are heading.

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Fluoridation Talk 
Heard by Lions 


Tile members of the Kingston 
Lions Club were told by Dr. 
Jeremiah Sachs, local dentist 
that the city of Kingston ranks 
among the state’s worst areas 
for tooth decay. 
Dr. Sachs spoke at the club’s 
Tuesday luncheon on tooth de­ 
cay and the effects of fluorida­ 
tion in connection with Chil­ 
dren’s National Dental Health 
Week. He said tooth decay is one 
of the major chronic diseases in 
New York State and added that 
about 95 per cent of the resi­ 
dents of the state have, or will 
suffer from tooth decay. 
He said a recent study In­ 
volving Kingston and Newburgh 
disclosed that addition of fluor­ 
ide to drinking water can great­ 
ly decrease tooth decay. Dr. 
Sachs explained that in areas of 
the nation where fluoride is na­ 
turally found in drinking water, 
tooth decay is virtually non­ 
existent. He urged action in 
Kingston to provide fluoridation 
of the w'ater supply.

Tho almost continuous heavy 
fighting and the resultant long 
lists of casualties of the Wilder­ 
ness 
Campaign 
in 
Virginia 
caused much sadness in Ulster 
County as well as in many other 
sections 
of 
the 
North. 
This 
phase of the push towards Rich­ 
mond was comparable in its in­ 
tensity to that cf Gettysburg, 
where so many of our local boys 
were killed or wounded. A dis­ 
patch 
received 
in 
Kingston 
dated May 6, 1864, reported that 
I^ee’s entire army had made r e ­ 
peated attacks on our right and 
left wings which were under the 
command of Generals Hancock 
and Sedgwick, and had been 
driven back with great slaughter 
on both sides. 
The dispatch noted that the 
number of our wounded being 
loaded on trains for the great 
Washington Hospital was esti­ 
mated at 8,000. Also came the 
sad news that Brigadier-General 
James S. Wadsworth of New 
York State had been struck in 
the forehead by a rifle ball and 
his body was in charge of Col. 
George H. Sharpe of Kingston. 
Wadsworth had been candidate 
for 
governor 
against 
Horatio 
Seymour. His death was a great 
loss to state and country as he 
was a noble speciman of a man 
. . . "Grant has struck hard in 
this 
most 
terrific 
battle 
yet 
fought. The motto now is 'On to 
Richmond’. 
. . A dispatch of 


May 9 puts our losses in killed, 
wounded and missing at 12,000. 
We have captured 3,500 and the 
enemy casualties ran very high. 
May 28, 1864: Colonel Lewis 
Benedict, 162nd New York In­ 
fantry, was killed in the recent 
battle at Pleasant Hill, La. A 
brave and noble officer is gone. 
This regiment was organized at 
Riker’s Island, New York City, 
under auspices of the Metropoli­ 
tan Police and was mustered out 
October 12, 1S65, at Savannah, 
Ga. Much of its service was in 
I/Juisiana though in the spring 
of ’64 it did take part in the op­ 
erations before Richmond, Va.

were 
transfers from the 53rd N. Y. 
Volunteers. Dea*h losses of the 
162nd totalled 234. 
A letter dated April 3, 1864, 
from Lt. Col. J. R. Tappen of

Fisk of Company I has been 
paroled by the enemy and is 
now' at Annapolis, Md. Colonel 
Tappen also sends a list of the 
following soldiers who have died 
in the prison hospital at Rich­ 
mond, Va. and the date of death 
of these men: Cyrus S. Rosen- 
crance, C. Company, November 
3. 1863; Daniel Davis, A, Feb. 
16, T#4; Alonzo Lewis, I, Feb. 
20, ’64; Peter Quinlan, G. ’64; 
Julian D. Rice. A, March 2, ’64; 
Jacob Yaple, C, ’64; Hiram Bod­ 
ily, C. March 7, '64, and Thomas 
Hannon, E Co., March 16, 1864.

Zaretzki traces his aggressive­ 
ness to his college wrestling days.

61, the 5-foot-5 balding sen­ 
ator from M anhattans Washing­ 
ton Heights Is no featherweight 
#and is attempting to shed 20 of 
his 160 pounds. 
He recently shed his affiliation 
with the ousted Tammany Hall 
leader. Carmine De Sapio. 
During last year’s mayoral pri­ 
mary fight in New York City, 
De Sapio. 
then 
a 
Democratic 
leader, endorsed State Comptrol­ 
ler Arthur Levitt, candidate of 
the regular party organization, 
who opposed Mayor Robert F. 
Wagner. Zaretzki and most other 
Democratic legislators sided with 
De Sapio. 
* Asked at the time where the 
interparty fight left him as a De 
Sapio man on the one hand and 
Wagner’s

tive on the other, Zaretzki re­ 
plied:

then the largest high school in 
the world, with 5,000 pupils.

Zaretzki studied law’ at Colum­ 
bia University. 
Showmanship of lawyer 
During debates Zaretzki resorts 
to the showmanship (rf a trial 
lawyer, although his private law 
practice now is limited almost 
exclusively to commercial clients. 
His most persistent arguments 
in the Senate are that the major­ 
ity is trying to “gag” the Demo­ 


crats and that city residents are 
being discriminated 
against 
by 
the disproportionately large num­ 
ber of legislations from predomi­ 
nantly rural areas, 
Zaretzki often demolishes his 
own arguments by intentionally 
or unintentionally. 
One instance of this occurred 
in 
1960 w’hen 
he was 
arguing 
against a bill to set up a one- 
year residency requirement 
for 
persons seeking relief aid. The 
measure chiefly would have af­ 
fected newly arrived Puerto Ric­

Zaretzki asserted he was amaz­ 
ed that such a bill should be de­ 
bated “in a state at whose portals 
stands a beautiful statue, at the 
base of w’hich are the words—” 
He paused, his hand eloquently 
raised, and then turned to a neigh­ 
bor and asked: 
“What DOES it say on that 
statue?” 
The usually staid chamber re­ 
sounded with uproarious laughter. 
Although he acknowledged the 
general ineffectiveness of the mi­ 
nority in the chamber, he says 
there is one consolation: 
“Many good Democratic pro­ 
grams are stolen by Republicans. 
So a great deal of our program 
is enacted. But we don’t get the 
credit. . .” 
And, he says, “that’s wrong.”

“forgiveness” and “rebates” on 
personal income tax is used fre­ 
quently to gain political advan­ 
tage, but Gov. Rockefeller has 
found it can have its handicaps. 
Whatever the currently popular 
description, the system involves 
a 
rate under which taxpayers' 
bills total more than is actually 
expected from the levy. 
Just Ilk* Salesman 
The taxpayer then is told he 
may take a “credit” and reduce 
the amount due, that the state 
government is “forgiving” him an 
amount or, as happened last year, 
$90 million too much was collect­ 
ed and is being returned. 
This 
technique 
is 
considered 
good political, public relations, in­ 
asmuch as it supposedly eases the 
impact on the taxpayer’s mind, if 
not his pocketbook. 
The salesman who inflates the 
price of his product but offers a 
discount to what he expected to 
receive in the first place operates 
under the same public-relations 
principle.

be a reduction in the credits. 
The argument will be advanced 
that, inasmuch as this was money 
deducted from the actual tax due, 
the state is not increasing the to­ 
tal amount due and hence is not 
raising taxes. 
A smaller credit might be al­ 
lowed along W’ith the statement 
that the taxpayer still is getting 
a break from the state adminis­ 
tration. 


Became I jim in '59 
The present credits were w’rit- 
ten into the tax law in 1959 in a 
compromise 
over 
Rockefeller’s 
tax program, which brought on a 
legislative revolt. 
Senate Majority leader Walter 
J. 
Mahoney 
successfully fought 
for the credits. 
Mahoney and other legislators 
are said to feel that they never 
received enough public recogni­ 
tion for applying that brake to 
the Rockefeller tax program. 
W’hen Mahoney raised the pos­ 
sibility of a change in the credits 
this year to provide tax relief, he 
reportedly was planning on seeing 
to it that, if there were any tax 
concessions made, the legislature 
would get a full share of the 
credit. 
But he later said no concession 
was feasible.

This year heralds the 4Dth anniversary* of the Junior League 
of Kingston. Forty years ago the league was formed with ten char­ 
ter members and it was admitted to the Association of Junior 
Leagues of America that same year. In 1934, the local league was 
incorporated. With a current membership of 75, the Junior League 
of Kingston has undertaken a variety of projects in this city. 
Included among the early projects of the league were sewing 
tor the Children's Horne and the hospitals, baby welfare work, a 
well-baby clinic, little mothers' club, pre-natal clinic and a bureau 
to provide dental and medical care for needy patients, distribu­ 
tion of books ami magazines In the hospitals, and children’s plays. 
Fxpenses were met largely by annual winter balls held in the 
municipal auditorium. 
The purpose of the Junior League Is “to foster Interest among 
its members in th *1 social, economic, educational, cultural and civic 
conditions of the community, and to make efficient their volun­ 
teer service.

donated hundreds of books. 
Ifesides needing to assemble 
material such as publishers’ cat­ 
alogs, library writings, and in­ 
teresting books, a children’s li­ 
brarian must be present to in­ 
spire her borrowers to seek the 
best in her collection. Children 
are easily stimulated by hooks. 
However, if they are not often re­ 
minded of the storehouse await­

However, to be 
more scientific — it is the nec­ 
ta r of flowers, collected, modi­ 
fied, 
stored, 
and 
concentrated 
by honey bees in small waxen 
cells of the honey comb, say*

dem onstration agent. 
Honey is one of the oldest of 
the known sweets. The use of 
this 
sw eetener dates 
back 
in 
history to the earliest records 
of civilization. It has been used 
for food, alone or combined w ith 
o th er foods, for offerings to the 
dead and to the gods, and for 
medicinal purposes. 
The flowers from which bees 
gather nectar largely determ ine 
the color, flavor, and arom a of 
honey. 
D istinctively 
flavored 
honeys 
are 
generally 
labeled 
w ith the source of nectar. The 
containers 
in

store's 
m arked "Honey” with no des­ 
ignation of the flower source in­ 
dicate a blend of different floral 
types. Sw'eet clover, clover and 
alfalfa

over half of the honey produced 
in this country. Some special 
honeys are im ported from for­ 
eign countries. 
The color of honey varies from 
w ater white of sage to the red­ 
dish browm of buckw heat honey.

Because of its w’ater 
content, if honey is substituted
